INLAND NAVIGATION, 

‘A few weéks ago we drew attention to the 
great natural facilities which exist'for reaching 
the Big, Bend of the Columbia River by way of 
Kamloops and Shuswap Lakes, and we pointed 
out the important fact that there is believed to 
exist anuninterrupted stretch of navigable water, 





extending from Savana’s Ferry, at the lower end 
of Kamloops Lake, to the head of the north arn 
of Shuswap Lake, a distance of about 140 miles, 
and bringing the traveller within some 45 miles 
of the Columbia River, at a point were gold bas 
been discovered, and which promises to be the 
centre of our most attractive gold-fields. Our 
readers will be rejoiced to'learn that it is the in- 
tention of the Hudson Bay Company. to take im 
mediate steps for placing a steamer upon the 
waters alluded to. Capt. Mouat, of the steamer 
Enterprise, will proceed to that part of the coun- 
try in the course of a few days for the purpose of 
making a survey of the route iu order to ascertain 
the class of steamer best adapted to|the navigation, 
and to make the necessary arrangetients for build- 
ing the boat. It is highly probable thatthe hull of 
the steamer will be built at the head of Shuswap 
,»Lake, where the greatest facilities exist for pro- 
‘curing suitable timber, and floated down to Sa- 
vana’s Ferry to be completed and receive the 
‘machinery. It would be difficult to overestimate 
the importance of this enterprise. For our own 
part we have no misgivings as to the ‘ultimate 
destiny of the section of country sought to be 
reached by this route. Enough is already known 
to justify the. prediction that in less than two 
years it will be more attractive and employ a 
larger population than the far' famed , Cariboo 
country. We have a motive for employing every 
means within our power to secure the trade of 
the country upon the southern rim of this colony 
which does not apply to any of the other districts. 
The trade of the other portions of the colony is 
indisputedly in our hands. But for that of Koo- 
tenay we have to compete with a sharp and push: 
ing rival, in our neighbors south of the 4 9th par; 
allel of latitude. . With the immense advantage 
"740 miles of steam navigation will confer, and 
with a pass through the Selkirk Range, which 
will doubtless be made available this year, we 
shall not only be enabled to prevent the possibil- 
ity of our American neighbors even dividing with 
us the trade of the Big Bend country, but) we 
shall easily monopolize the trade of the lower 


-* gountry, commonly known by the name of Koo- 


tenay. We were sorry to observe that in a para 
graph alluding to the proposed steamboat enter’ 
prise on Kamloops and Shuswap Lakes, a Victo- 
ria contemporary takes occassion to say :—‘* Itis 
fortunate for the country that the enterprise ofthe 
Hudson Bay Company in this matter will in some 
measure atone for the tardiness of the British 
Colambian Government. Hada road even of 
the most primitive kind been pushed through 
this spring, the greater part of the travel, which 
has-been enriching Portland and the Columbia 
River towns, would have been diverted into our 
own channels.” Now, nothing could be more 


unfair than the above charge against our Govern- 
ment. We give Way to no man in deep comvic- 
tion as to the importance of opening up com- 
munication with the country in question, and in 
an earnest desire to sce it reached as speedily 
and as effectually as possible ; nor would we de- 
‘ gire to withhold from the Hudson Bay Company 
that meed of praise which is undoubtedly. their 
due, in being so largely instrumental in the im- 
portant work ; but we conceive the charge of 
tardiness brought against the Government in 
this matter as unjustifiable as it is ynealled for. 
No sooner were we apprised of the discovery of 
rich diggings on Wild Horse Creek than the 
Golonial Secretary hastened to the spot in orde™ 
to form, from personal observation, some esti- 
mate of the importance of the new mines and of 
the practicability of establishing) communicatioa 
therewith. ‘The result of that toar of observa- 
tion was that explorations were immediately | set 
“on foot, and maintained during the winter, for the 
most eligible site for a road. Government and 
quasi-Government expeditions were sent out ; 
and so anxious was the Execative that early 
communication should be had, tlat a roadway 
was cut through the snows upon the Cascade 
Range at an expeuse of several thousand pounds, 
-sybile Mr. Dewdney was sent over Upon snow- 
shoes with instructions to lay out and construct 
with all possible dispatch a temporary road. or
